little comment except for | [ remark that the need for 

improvements in reporting cargo data should be more forcefully 
expressed . 

5. With the exception of the recommendation for improving 
the format of shipping data there was little discussion of the 
Recommendations . Discussion of the recommended improvements 

In formatting however, occupied a major part of the meeting. 

The first improvement mentioned (making the line indicators 
mnemonic) was discussed briefly. Mr. Noble suggested that 
explicit recognition be given to the fact that line indicators 
must be restricted to three characters to minimize cost impact 
on existing systems. There appeared to be consensus on this 
point . 

6. The second format improvement recommended (i.e., that 
cargo data be formatted separately from the Remark s lines) led 
to a far-ranging discussion of cargo reporting^botTT as an 
element of shipping data and as part of the overall picture 

of international trade in commodities. At several points the 
discussion concerned chiefly with what is targeted for coverage 
and what is selected for reporting and it was necessary for 
the chairman to restate the purpose of the Ad Hoc Panel; i.e., 
formatting of information for computer processing, as distin- 
quished from the purposes of the Intelligence Guidance Sub- 
committee of the SIGINT Committee where coverage and reporting 
tasks are laid on. 


7. During the discussion, emphasized the need 

for completeness in the reporting ot cargo data. He said that 
he is aware that additional resources required to achieve 
completeness on cargoes and that those should be identified 
when the requirements for reporting are stated. He announced 
that SHIPPER, which was designed to keep track of cargoes to 
North Viet Nam, is now being used to keep track of wheat ship- 
ments; he also provided copies of a SHIPPER run and an index 
of commodities.
